The  appointment  of  Dr.  Warren  W.  Brandt  as  the  first  President  of  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University  brings  to  the  institution  strong  leadership. 

Doctor  Brandt  will  devote  a  day  or  two  a  week  to  the  University  until  June  1 
when  his  efforts  will  be  on  a  full-time  basis. 

Our  new  president  received  his  undergraduate  training  at  Michigan  State 
University  and  was  awarded  his  Ph.D.  at  the  University  of  Illinois.  He  taught  at 
Purdue  and  Kansas  State  before  going  to  VPI  as  graduate  dean  and  subsequently 
executive  vice-president.

This  is  a  tribute  to  two  unique 
anatomy  teachers,  both  great,  l)ut  dif- 
ferent: Dr.  John  Broadnax  and  Dr. 
William  Christian. 

I  first  saw  Doctor  Broadnax  on  what 
we  called  "Bone  Day,"  standing  with 
the  old  janitor.  Peyton,  in  a  small  room

adjacent  to  Anatomy  Hall  in  the  new 
medical  college  building.  Fine,  chiseled 
features,  a  perfect  Van  Dyke  beard  and 
always  a  smile.  He  was  never  without 
his  straight  stemmed  pipe  on  which  was 
a  solid  gold  band.  We  learned  later  it 
had  been  given  him  by  former  students. 
If  not  in  his  mouth,  it  was  used  to 
point  out  various  anatomical  parts. 
We  often  heard  him  say,  "I  give  it  to 
you  by  Grey  for  that  is  the  way  I 
know  it."  He  always  lectured  with  an 
open  Grey  before  him  and  he  was 
seen  by  us  to  fondle  the  pictures — 
especially  those  of  the  muscles.  At 
heart,  he  was  an  artist. 

Now  we  go  down  to  the  old  medical 
college  and  there  stood  a  totally  differ- 
ent person — broad  faced,  with  rugged 
features.  We  soon  learned  he  did  not 
give  it  to  you  by  Grey,  Cunningham, 
Piersol,  or  anyone  else.  He  had,  him- 
self, written  an  abbreviated  anatomy 
with  not  a  picture  in  it.  His  picture  he 
kept  always  before  him;  it  was  a  care- 
fully dissected-out  cadaver.  He  lec- 
tured very  fast.  In  fact,  so  fast  that 
the  boys  on  the  front  row  complained 
they  received  a  shower  when  he  spoke 
of  Poupart  ligament.  As  he  lectured 
he  pointed  out  briefly  the  anatomy  of 
the  stiff  before  him.  He  appointed  me 
as  his  pro-sector.  Each  day  I  dissected 
out  the  anatomical  display  for  the  next 
day's  lecture.  Sometimes  he  would 
honor  me  by  sitting  near  me  on  a 
stool  as  I  worked  and  would  comment 
on  the  beauty  and  splendid  structure  of 
the  human  body.  When  he  finished  you 
had  to  know  it.  This  type  of  anatomist 
has  gone,  not  to  return,  but  after  fifty 
years  they  still  stand  vividly  before  me.

School  of  Nursing 

We  expect  to  graduate  83  students 
in  June.  Of  this  number,  four  are  reg- 
istered nurses  who  were  graduates  from 
diploma  schools  and  enrolled  in  our 
basic  undergraduate  program  to  com- 
plete the  requirements  for  a  bachelor 
of  science  degree  with  a  major  in 
nursing. 

This  year,  we  have  had  23  reg- 
istered nurses  enrolled  in  our  bac- 
calaureate program.  Of  this  number, 
ten  made  the  dean's  list  for  the  winter 
quarter. 

We  are  pleased  to  share  the  informa- 
tion that  a  study  of  16  of  our  regis- 
tered nurse  students  presently  enrolled 
and  graduated,  indicated  that  the  aver- 
age number  of  semester-hour  credits 
earned  through  college  transfer  credit 
or  successful  passing  of  proficiency 
examinations  was  53  semester-hour 
credits,    equivalent    to    approximately 


one  and  one-half  to  two  years  of  col- 
lege study.  The  lowest  number  of  se- 
mester-hour credits  earned  was  35; 
the  highest  number  was  79.  The  criti- 
cism that  baccalaureate  programs  in 
nursing  do  not  make  it  possible  for  a 
registered  nurse  to  obtain  advance 
standing  in  the  program  is  not  valid, 
in  view  of  the  data  we  have  available 
and  the  success  our  registered  nurse 
students  have  enjoyed. 

I  am  pleased  to  announce  the  ap- 
pointment of  Dr.  Edna  Treasure, 
former  head  of  the  department  of 
nursing  at  Penn  State  University,  who 
will  join  our  faculty  in  a  newly- 
created  position  of  associate  dean  for 
graduate  programs.  Mrs.  Helen  Wies- 
mann's  title  has  been  changed  from 
assistant  dean  to  associate  dean  for 
the  undergraduate  program.

The  elective  program — which  in- 
cludes clinical  and  basic  science  elec- 
tives  at  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia, at  other  hospitals  in  Richmond, 
in  the  State,  with  the  various  armed 
forces,  and  at  medical  centers  through- 
out the  country — offers  the  senior  stu- 
dent an  opportunity  for  intensive  devel- 
opment in  a  specific  area  of  clinical 
interest,  said  Dr.  M.  Pinson  Neal  Jr., 
assistant  dean  and  chairman  of  the 
MCV  elective  committee.  The  program 
also  encourages  further  development 
of  basic  science  interest  and  exposes 
the  student  to  a  variety  of  medical 
care  programs  and  systems  of  health 
care  delivery. 

Students  selecting  to  study  abroad 
must  be  proficient  in  the  language  of 
the  country;  select  a  program  in  an 
approved  medical  school  or  teaching 
hospital;  and,  because  few  of  the  proj- 
ects abroad  are  funded,  demonstrate 
adequate  financial  support  for  trans- 
portation and  maintenance. 

Weaver  Elected 

Dr.  Warren  E.  Weaver,  dean  of  the 
school  of  pharmacy  at  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  has  been  elected 
to  the  board  of  directors  for  the  Amer- 
ican Foundation  for  Pharmaceutical 
Education. 

The  foundation,  with  approximately 
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100  members,  is  dedicated  to  assisting 
in  providing  improved  educational 
standards  and  facilities  for  the  training 
of  pharmaceutical  personnel  and  to  the 
support  of  graduate  work  and  scientific 
research  in  pharmacy. 

Physical  Therapy  Open   House 

Students  and  faculty  of  the  school 
of  physical  therapy  at  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia  held  an  open  house  in 
Memorial  Hall  from  10  a.m.  to  2  p.m., 
February  15,  for  high  school  and  col- 
lege students  interested  in  careers  in 
the  scientific  and  health  fields. 

The  open  house,  designed  to  ac- 
quaint young  people  with  physical  ther- 
apy as  a  profession,  featured  exhibits, 
demonstrations,  personal  interviews, 
and  a  movie  on  physical  therapy  as  a 
career.  Students  from  more  than  250 
Virginia  high  schools  and  40  colleges 
were  invited  to  attend.  The  program, 
cosponsored  by  the  Virginia  Physical 
Therapy  Association,  was  open  to  the 
public. 

Ham  Appointment 

Dr.  William  T.  Ham,  Jr.,  professor 
and  chairman  of  the  department  of 
biophysics  at  the  Medical  College  of 
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Virginia,  has  been  appointed  to  a  newly 
established  national  advisory  council 
to  study  the  effects  of  electromagnetic 
radiation  on  both  living  and  non-living 
systems. 

Doctor  Ham,  a  noted  authority  on 
the  effects  of  laser  radiation  on  the  eye, 
is  one  of  nine  appointees  from  indus- 
trial, academic,  and  professional  fields 
to  the  Electromagnetic  Radiation  Man- 
agement Advisory  Council  (ERMAC). 
The  council  will  begin  study  of  existing 
radiation  hazards  programs  at  its  first 
meeting  March  27  in  Washington. 

The  council  will  review,  advise,  and 
make  recommendations  to  the  director 
of  Telecommunications  Management, 
the  executive  office  of  the  President, 
on  both  government  and  non-govern- 
ment activities  bearing  on  the  adequacy 
of  control  of  electromagnetic  applica- 
tions, which  may  involve  production  of 
harmful  radiant  energy. 

MCV  Courses,  Seminars  Held 
Brashear  Postgraduate  Course 

Total  enrollment  in  the  annual  Alton 
D.  Brashear  Postgraduate  Course  in 
head  and  neck  anatomy  tripled  this 
year  over  last  year's  enrollment. 

The  lecture-laboratory  course,  spon- 
sored by  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia department  of  anatomy,  enrolled 
37  participants  this  year  compared  with 
12  last  year,  said  Dr.  M.  R.  Schwisthal, 
associate  professor  of  anatomy  and  di- 
rector of  the  course,  held  on  January 
28-31  at  MCV. 

Dental   Course 

The  school  of  dentistry  at  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia,  sponsored  a 
continuing  education  course  in  removal 
partial  dentures  March  7-8  at  the  Cas- 
cades Meeting  Center  in  Williamsburg. 

Eighty  general  dental  practitioners 
from  Virginia  and  North  and  South 
Carolina  were  enrolled  in  the  course. 
Dr.  Davis  C.  Henderson,  professor  and 
chairman  of  the  department  of  pros- 
thodontics  at  the  University  of  Ken- 
tucky College  of  Dentistry,  was  guest 
lecturer. 

GP   Seminar 

Approximately  80  general  practi- 
tioners from  throughout  Virginia  at- 
tended the  first  annual  Medical  Sem- 
inar, March  27-29,  at  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia. 
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Physicians  from  Tidewater,  North- 
ern, Western,  and  Central  Virginia  reg- 
istered for  the  seminar  which  was 
presented  by  the  MCV  continuing 
education  department  in  cooperation 
with  the  education  committee  of  the 
Virginia  Academy  of  General  Practice. 

The  seminar  included  lecture  ses- 
sions on  contraceptives,  the  anemias, 
interpretation  of  chest  films,  diabetes, 
cardio-vascular  emergencies,  anti-infec- 
tious agents,  and  a  tumor  conference. 
The  visiting  physicans  toured  the  MCV 
intensive  care,  metabolic,  respiratory, 
and  coronary  units. 

Neuroradiology    Course 

The  Medical  College  of  Virginia  de- 
partment of  radiology  sponsored  a 
postgraduate  course  in  neuroradiology 
March  4-8  at  Williamsburg.  More  than 
150  radiologists,  neurologists,  and 
neurosurgeons  from  throughout  the 
United  States  and  Puerto  Rico  attended 
the  continuing  education  sessions  which 
correlated  technical,  physiological, 
pathological,  and  clinical  aspects  of  ra- 
diology of  the  skull,  spine,  and  central 
nervous  system.  The  course  was  con- 
ducted by  13  members  of  the  faculty 
at  MCV  and  six  guest  lecturers. 

'Round  the  State 

Physicians  from  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  presented  conferences  in 
February  at  ten  affiliated  hospitals  in 
Tidewater,  Northern,  and  Southwestern 
Virginia. 

The  lecture-conference  program  by 
MCV  faculty  members  is  part  of  the 
College's  continuing  education  program 
for  Virginia  practicing  physicians. 

At  Norfolk  General  Hospital,  on 
February  14,  Dr.  Arnold  Salzberg,  as- 
sociate professor  of  surgery  and  chair- 
man of  pediatric  surgery  at  MCV, 
spoke  on  "Thoracic  Surgical  Emer- 
gencies in  Infancy;"  and  Dr.  William 
E.  Laupus,  professor  and  chairman  of 
the  department  of  pediatrics,  spoke  on 
"Medical  Emergencies  in  Infancy." 
Also  on  February  14,  Dr.  Albert  J. 
Wasserman,  professor  and  chairman  of 
clinical  pharmacology,  spoke  on  "Diu- 
retics" at  Riverside  Hospital,  Newport 
News. 

On  February  18,  Dr.  W.  Glenn  Hurt, 
instructor  in  obstetrics  and  gynecology, 
presented  conferences,  grand  rounds, 
and  saw  complicated  cases  for  the  staff 
at   Louise   Obici   Memorial   Hospital, 
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Suffolk.  Also  on  February  18,  Dr.  Rus- 
sell E.  Randall,  Jr.,  professor  of  med- 
icine and  chairman  of  the  division  of 
renal  disease,  spoke  on  "Diagnosis  and 
Management  of  Acute  Renal  Failure" 
at  General  Hospital,  Virginia  Beach; 
and  Dr.  Henry  Royster,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  surgery,  spoke  at  North- 
ampton-Accomack Memorial  Hospital. 
Nassawadox. 

Dr.  Read  F.  McGehee.  instructor  in 
the  department  of  medicine's  division 
of  infectious  diseases,  spoke  on  "The 
Newer  Antibiotics"  on  Febmary  15  at 
the  U.  S.  Naval  Hospital,  Quantico. 
On  February  17.  Dr.  Michael  C.  Hall, 
associate  professor  of  orthopedic  sur- 
gery, spoke  on  "Osteoporosis"  at  Pe- 
tersburg General  Hospital. 

MCV  physicians  who  went  to  South- 
west Virginia  were  Dr.  John  F.  Alksne.

Johnston  Memorial  Hospital  in  Abing- 
don on  Februarv  26  and  at  Bristol  Me- 
morial Hospital  and  Smyth  County 
Community  Hospital  at  Marion  on 
Februarv  27. 


Change  in  Nursing  Program 

The  Board  of  Visitors  of  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University  today  ap- 
proved recommendations  that  there  be 
one  school  of  nursing  to  be  located  at 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia. 

"This  new  program  will  provide  for 
more  effective  utilization  of  nursing 
faculty  and  should  markedly  increase 
the  number  of  nursing  graduates,"  said 
Dr.  Warren  W.  Brandt,  president- 
designate  of  Virginia  Commonwealth 
University. 

Additionally,  limited  classroom  and 
clinical  facilities  will  be  more  effec- 
tively utilized  because  the  needs  of  the 
students  in  the  first  two  years  will  be 
met  at  the  General  Academic  Division 
or  at  other  institutions.  Dr.  Brandt 
said.  There  also  will  be  better  utiliza- 
tion of  the  General  Academic  faculty 
and  facilities  because  students  will  take 
regular  classes  and  will  not  be  sched- 
uled separately,  he  added. 

"The  program  also  meets  the  com- 
mitment of  the  University  to  the  state, 
as  well  as  the  urban  area,  since  stu- 
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dents  may  transfer  after  two  years  at 
another  college,"  Dr.  Brandt  said.  "The 
needs  of  the  registered  nurse  for  con- 
tinuing education  programs  will  be  met 
by  the  faculty  of  the  school  of  nursing 
at  MCV  (Health  Sciences  Division) 
in  order  to  provide  a  continuing  op- 
portunity for  local  nurses  to  augment 
their  professional  training." 

The  Board's  approval  of  recommen- 
dations by  a  committee  from  both  VCU 
divisiens  gives  students  presently  ad- 
mitted to  the  school  of  nursing.  Gen- 
eral Academic  Division,  the  option  of 
completing  their  studies  by  June,  1 97 1 . 
or  of  applying  for  transfer  to  the  pro- 
gram of  the  school  of  nursing.  Health 
Sciences  Division. 

TTie  nursing  program  at  the  G  r.ieral 
Academic  Division  will  admit  no  new 
students  and  will  carry  its  current  stu- 
dents to  the  completion  of  their  pro- 
grams by  June  30,  1971.  Mrs.  Evelyn 
C.  Bacon,  associate  professor  of  nurs- 
ing, has  been  director  of  the  school  of 
nursing.  General  Academic  Division, 
since  1965. 

The  Board  also  approved  a  proposal 
to  continue  contracts  between  the  Gen- 
eral Academic  Division  and  five  dip- 
loma schools  of  nursing  in  the  Rich- 
mond area.  The  school  of  arts  and 
sciences  will  coordinate  the  courses 
offered  to  diploma  nursing  students 
and  courses  offered  in  the  two-year 
pre-nursing  transfer  program. 

Under  the  new  system,  VCU  will 
offer  a  four-year  B.S.  degree  in  nurs- 
ing. The  student  will  take  the  first  two 
years  at  the  General  Academic  Divi- 
sion and,  then  will  transfer  to  the 
Health  Sciences  Division  for  the  final 
two  years,  if  she  has  met  the  program 
requirements. 

One  school  of  nursing  located  at  the 
Health  Sciences  Division  was  a  unani- 
mous recommendation  of  the  Wayne 
Commission,  which  undertook  planning 
for  the  creation  of  VCU  as  a  new 
state-supported  university  on  July  1. 
1968,  with  the  Richmond  Professional 
Institute  (General  Academic  Division) 
and  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
(Health  Sciences  Division)  as  the  two 
components. 

The  present  school  of  nursing.  Gen- 
eral Academic  Division,  eni^olls  121 
diploma  students.  16  students  in  a  two- 
year  pre-nursing  transfer  program,  and 
13  full-time,  28  part-time,  and  15  spe- 
cial students  in  a  B.S.  degree  program 
for  registered  nurses.

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The  school  of  nursing.  Health  Sci- 
ences Division,  currently  has  enrolled 
357  students  in  a  four-year  nationally 
accredited  B.S.  degree  in  nursing  pro- 
gram plus  23  registered  nurses  study- 
ing for  that  degree. 

Beginning  September,  1969.  the 
school  of  nursing.  Health  Sciences  Di- 
vision, will  start  phasing  out  the  first 
two  years  of  its  baccalaureate  program. 
In  September,  1971,  the  first  group  of 
students  in  the  new  curriculum  plan 
will  begin  the  last  two  years  of  the 
upper  division  major  in  the  new  nurs- 
ing program. 

The  change  in  the  nursing  curric- 
ulum follows  a  national  trend  of  col- 
leges and  universities  requiring  two 
years  of  college  study  before  admis- 
sion to  the  nursing  major,  said  Dr. 
Doris  B.  Yingling,  dean  of  the  school 
of  nursing. 

"Instead  of  enrolling  400  students 
representing  all  four  years,  we  hope 
eventually  to  enroll  400  juniors  and 
seniors  for  two  years,  thus  essentially 
doubling  the  potential  output  of  grad- 
uates from  this  school,"  Dr.  Yingling 
said. 

The  school  of  nursing  will  accept 
students  transferring  from  any  accred- 
ited junior  or  senior  college  or  from 


the  college  transfer  division  of  a  com- 
munity college  who  have  completed 
60  semester  hours  in  approved  subjects. 

A  simplified  admission  procedure 
and  no  additional  admission  fee  are 
planned  for  pre-nursing  students  at  the 
General  Academic  Division  who  seek 
transfer  into  the  nursing  major,  Dr. 
Yingling  said. 

The  school  of  nursing.  Health  Sci- 
ences Division,  which  had  the  first  ac- 
credited plan  in  Virginia  for  admitting 
registered  nurses  to  a  baccalaureate 
program,  allows  registered  nurse  stu- 
dents to  enroll  on  a  flexible  schedule 
that  enables  them  to  continue  job  and 
family  responsibilities  while  they  are 
studying  for  their  degrees.  Dean  Ying- 
ling said.  "We  have  enrolled  registered 
nurses  in  our  basic  program  since 
1962,"  she  said. 

Registered  nurse  students  also  may 
take  non-nursing  subjects  at  any  ac- 
credited institution,  with  credit  being 
granted  for  any  course  that  can  be 
applied  toward  a  degree  at  the  institu- 
tion in  which  it  is  taken.  Registered 
nurses  are  granted  advanced  standing 
in  the  B.S.  program  either  by  satisfac- 
torily completing  proficiency  examina- 
tions or  through  transfer  of  credit  from 
other  colleaes. 


RE:  AAMCV  Group  Life

In  confirmation  of  our  telephone 
conversation  this  morning,  I  am  happy 
to  confirm  that  the  Continental  Assur- 
ance Company,  underwriters  of  the 
group  life  insurance  program,  have 
agreed  to  increase  the  benefits  for  the 
insured  members  10%  effective  July  1, 
1969.
